The  thirtieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Jewish  Foster  Home  and 
Orphan  Asylum,  of  Philadelphia,  was  called  for  Sunday,  April 
the  2  th,  1885,  at  the  Home,  Mill  Street,  Germantown,  I.  Bins- 
wanger,  Esq.,  President,  in  the  chair. 

There  being  no  quorum  present,  it  was  on  motion  resolved  to 
adjourn  until  Sunday,  May  the  10th,  1885,  at  3  o’clock.

The  adjourned  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Jewish  Foster  Home 
and  Orphan  Asylum  of  Philadelphia  was  held  on  Sunday  after¬ 
noon,  May  the  10th,  1885,  at  3  o’clock,  at  the  Home.  I.  Bins- 
wanger,  Esq.,  President,  in  the  chair.  Benjamin  F. Teller,  Secretary^. 
About  five  hundred  members  and  patrons  were  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  and  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  April  the  26th  were  read  and  approved. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Isaac  Rosskam,  Simon  Pfaelzer, 
and  Oscar  B.  Teller,  the  tellers  to  conduct  the  election,  and 
declared  the  polls  open. 

The  following  nominations  were  then  made :  for  President, 
I.  Binswanger ;  Vice-President,  Mason  Hirsh;  Treasurer,  Philip 
Lewin ;  Secretary,  Benjamin  F.  Teller. 

For  Managers  to  serve  for  three  years,  Levi  Mayer,  Herman 
Hamburger,  Marcus  Katz,  and  Solomon  Blumenthal. 

For  members  of  Associate  Board,  to  serve  for  three  years  : 
Miss  E.  Bomeisler,  Miss  Esther  Baum,  Mrs.  B.  H.  Feustmann, 
Mrs.  Henry  Hahn,  Mrs.  Levi  Mayer,  and  Mrs.  A.  P.  Schoneman. 


The  Secretary  read  the  annual  report  of  the  President  and 
Executive  Committee. 

The  Treasurer’s  annual  report,  a  list  of  the  legacies  since  the 
foundation  of  the  Home  to  date,  a  list  of  the  Assets,  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Education,  and  the  Superintend¬ 
ent’s  report  were  received,  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes, 
and  the  Secretary  instructed  to  have  them  printed  for  distribution 
among  the  patrons,  members,  and  contributors,  together  with 
the  proceedings  of  this  meeting. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  M.  Jastrow,  seconded  by  Mr.  R. 
Brunswick,  and  after  some  remarks  by  Rev.  J.  H.  M.  Chumaceiro, 
it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  matter  of  the  extension  of  the 
Home  be  referred  to  the  incoming  Board,  with  full  power  to  act. 

The  polls  were  closed  and  the  tellers  made  their  report ;  where¬ 
upon  the  President  declared  the  several  nominees  duly  elected  for 
their  respective  offices. 

On  motion,  adjourned.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

PRESIDENT  AND  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  patrons  and  members  of  the  “ Jewish  Foster  Home  and 

Orphan  Asylum ,  of  Philadelphia — 

By  the  Divine  blessing  of  Providence,  we  are  again  permitted 
to  report  the  Home  you  have  entrusted  to  our  care  in  a  pros¬ 
perous  condition,  the  children  in  good  health,  under  good  disci¬ 
pline,  making  fair  progress  in  their  studies  in  the  Home  school 
as  well  as  in  those  of  the  public  schools.  The  larger  girls  are 
instructed  in  the  domestic  duties  of  house-keeping. 

The  number  of  children  on  roll  at  the  date  of  our  last  Annual 
Report  was  56  (39  boys  and  17  girls).  Since  then,  10  (2  boys 
and  8  girls)  have  been  admitted,  and  6  (4  boys  and  2  girls) 
were  withdrawn.  The  latter  were  indentured,  and  of  the  former, 
one  was  returned  to  his  father  on  account  of  misconduct,  and  the 
other  three  were  placed  in  the  city  to  learn  trades,  leaving  60 
children  (37  boys  and  23  girls)  in  the  Home. 

Of  the  four  children  boarding  in  the  city,  learning  trades,  one 
has  become  of  age,  but  still  continues  with  her  instructress  as  a 
dressmaker,  and  is  entirely  self-supporting. 

The  three  boys  above  mentioned  have  been  added  to  those 
remaining,  making  the  total  number  of  children  under  the  care  of 
the  Home  66. 

Benjamin  Meyersohn,  one  of  our  indentured  boys,  has  also 
attained  his  majority  during  the  past  year,  and  in  tendering  his 
thankful  acknowledgment  to  your  Board,  sent  a  donation  of  fifty 
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dollars  ($50).  He  still  continues  with  his  employer,  and  has  a 
very  remunerative  position. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education,  herewith  annexed, 
shows  in  detail  the  gratifying  progress  made  by  the  children. 

The  Michael  Reese  prize  was  awarded  to  Gussy  Myers,  the 
Simon  Muhr  first  prizes  to  Gazelle  Sachs  and  Henry  Bachen- 
heimer,  and  the  Simon  Muhr  second  prizes  to  Rosa  Friedman 
and  George  Fishgraper.  Six  silver  medals  presented  by  a  vis¬ 
itor,  Mr.  John  L.  Payne,  for  good  behavior  and  good  scholarship 
were  awarded  to  Rachel  Fllis,  Gazelle  Sachs,  Alexander  Cohen, 
Bernard  Bloomfield,  and  David  Ellis.  The  remaining  medal  has 
not  as  yet  been  awarded. 

Sixty-one  new  members  and  sixteen  new  patrons  have  been 
added  to  the  list  during  the  year.  Four  patrons  and  four  mem¬ 
bers  died,  leaving  the  number  of  the  former  now  on  roll  five 
hundred,  and  of  the  latter  one  hundred  and  ninety. 

By  the  removal  of  Mrs.  Emilie  S.  Van  Beil  to  New  York,  your 
Board  of  Managers  and  Ladies’  Associate  Board  have  been  de¬ 
prived  of  an  active  and  useful  co-laborer.  She  has  the  best 
wishes  of  her  colleagues.  Miss  Ida  Cohen  was  unanimously 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  sets  forth  the  receipts  and  disburse¬ 
ments  during  the  year.  The  former  were  fourteen  thousand  one 
hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents  ($14,108.39), 
including  the  balance  on  hand  from  the  previous  year  of  fourteen 
hundred  and  five  dollars  and  twenty-four  cents  ($1405.24)  ; 
and  the  latter,  twelve  thousand  six  hundred  and  two  dollars 
and  sixty-nine  cents  ($12,602.69), — leaving  a  balance  in  the 
Treasurer’s  hands  of  fifteen  hundred  and  five  dollars  and  seventy 
cents  ($1,505.70). 

The  amount  paid  for  board  of  the  children  learning  trades  in 
the  city  is  nearly  covered  by  the  wages  earned  by  them. 

Among  the  expenditures  is  included  one  hundred  dollars  for 
addition  to  mortgage  on  916  North  Eighth  Street,  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  for  a  new  carriage,  and  six  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  dollars  and  seventy -four  cents  for  improvements  to  property 
and  furniture. 
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It  is  with  grateful  acknowledgment  that  we  report  the  untiring 
efforts  on  behalf  of  the  children,  of  Dr.  M.  S.  Cohen,  of  the 
Jewish  Hospital,  of  Dr.  G.  W.  Lutz  and  Dr.  Harvey  Roop,  of 
Germantown ;  and  especially  our  faithful  friend,  the  consulting 
physician,  Dr.  A.  C.  Bournonville. 

To  the  solicitor,  Edward  H.  Weil,  Esq  ,  and  the  Ladies’  Sewing 
Circle,  who  have  continued  their  generous  work  for  the  Home, 
our  acknowledgments  are  due,  and  herewith  sincerely  tendered. 

Our  thanks  are  also  rendered  to  the  Jewish  Hospital  Associa¬ 
tion  for  their  continued  favors. 

The  donations  in  cash  and  the  articles  of  various  kinds  are 
specified  in  the  report  herewith  attached.  The  former  amount  to 
four  thousand  six  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  nineteen  cents 
(14,611.19),  and  comprise  the  sum  of  three  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ten  dollars  and  forty-four  cents  ($3,810.44),  as  our 
allotment  from  the  net  proceeds  of  the  Hebrew  Charity  Ball,  an  in¬ 
crease  from  that  of  the  preceding  year,  despite  the  depression  in 
business,  showing  how  earnestly  and  zealously  the  Managers  of 
that  noble  Society  have  worked  to  provide  funds  for  the  various 
Hebrew  Charitable  Institutions  of  our  city.  To  one  and  all  we 
tender  our  best  thanks. 

The  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  N.  Rosenau, 
and  the  Teacher,  Miss  Amelia  Rosenbaum,  continue  to  devote 
their  best  energies  to  the  responsible  duties  devolving  upon  them. 

The  children  now  in  the  Home  fill  every  available  space,  while 
several  pressing  applications  are  before  the  Committee  on  Admis¬ 
sion,  which  will  have  to  be  deferred  until  vacancies  occur,  or 
additional  accommodations  are  provided. 

The  kitchen  and  laundry  would  have  been  extended,  and  other 
necessary  alterations  made  during  the  past  year,  but  it  was  de¬ 
ferred,  as  your  Board  of  Managers  deemed  it  judicious  to  submit 
the  question  to  your  consideration,  whether  it  is  expedient  to 
make  an  addition  to  the  building,  to  enable  them  to  increase  the 
present  capacity  of  the  Home.  It  will  undoubtedly  be  conceded 
that  the  object  of  our  Society,  to  take  care  of  the  helpless  waifs, 
the  orphans  and  those  whose  surviving  parent  cannot  provide  for 
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them,  is  one  which  appeals  most  strongly  to  the  generous  im¬ 
pulses  of  the  heart. 

To  give  them  a  home,  a  good  moral  and  religious  education, 
and  to  rear  them  to  become  useful  members  of  society,  is  not  only 
one  of  the  greatest  charities,  but  by  doing  so  they  lighten,  in  a 
measure,  the  burden  of  such  of  our  sister  Societies,  who  would 
have  to  support  them,  under  all  circumstances,  without  the  ad¬ 
vantages  accruing  to  those  children  who  are  placed  under  the 
fostering  care  of  this  your  cherished  institution. 

While  offering  our  grateful  thanks  to  the  Heavenly  Father  for 
the  divine  favors  bestowed  on  our  humble  efforts,  we  invoke  His 
protection  and  blessings  in  the  future,  so  that  the  children  reared 
here  may  become  God-fearing,  useful  men  and  women.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 


EDUCATION. 


To  the  President  and  Managers  of  the  Jewish  Foster  Home  and 


Orphaii  Asylum. 

Gentlemen: — The  reports  of  the  teachers  of  the  respective 
schools  which  the  children  attend,  fully  sustain  the  committee  in 
reporting  favorably  of  their  educational  standing  and  progress. 
Forty-two  (42)  children  attend  the  public  schools.  Mr.  E. 
Neville,  the  Principal  of  the  Spencer  Roberts  Public  School,  in  a 
recent  report,  commends  their  scholarship,  deportment,  and  neat¬ 
ness.  Equally  satisfactory  accounts  have  been  received  from 
Mr.  Willard,  Principal  of  the  Germantown  Grammar  School, 
where  the  more  advanced  children  attend. 

In  the  school  at  the  Home,  of  which  Miss  Amelia  Rosenbaum 
is  the  teacher,  there  are  fifteen  (15)  children,  who,  when  prepared, 
are  promoted  to  the  public  schools.  An  interesting  feature  of 
this  school,  and  for  which  Miss  Rosenbaum  has  been  assiduously 
qualifying  herself,  is  the  introduction  of  the  Kindergarten  system. 
Benches  have  been  placed  under  the  trees,  so  that  the  children 
can  be  instructed  in  the  open  air  during  the  summer  months — 
thus  to  the  delight  of  the  little  ones,  combining  recreation  with 
instruction. 

Hebrew  reading,  Grammar  and  Translation.  Biblical  and  Post- 
Biblical  History,  and  Catechism  are  taught  daily  by  the  Rev.  N. 
Rosenau,  after  the  public  school  hours.  His  earnest,  persevering 
zeal  is  rewarded  by  the  interest  his  pupils  manifest  in  their 
studies,  and  by  their  familiarity  with  these  sacred  and  time-hon¬ 
ored  subjects.  Mr.  Rosenau  has  organized  three  German  classes, 
the  junior  department  being  conducted  by  Miss  Martha  Rosenau. 
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The  Michael  Reese  prize  of  $25  was  awarded  to  Gussie 
Myers;  the  $10  Simon  Muhr  prizes  to  Henry  Bachenheimer  and 
Gazelle  Sachs ;  the  $5  Simon  Muhr  prizes  to  Rosa  Friedman  and 
George  Fishgraper.  The  girls  are  taught  to  sew,  one  morning  of 
the  week  being  devoted  to  this  useful  branch,  under  charge  of 
Miss  Rosenbaum. 

From  the  public  schools,  thirty-seven  (37)  “Distinguished” 
and  ten  (10)  “Meritorious”  notes,  and  with  few  exceptions  excel¬ 
lent  averages,  have  been  received.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Jewish  Foster  Hoyne  and 

Orphan  Asylum. 

Gentlemen  : — 

It  is  eminently  proper  to  pronounce  the  benediction  usually 
said  on  the  occurrence  of  a  happy  occasion : 

“  Blessed  be  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  who  has  permitted  us  to 
live,  supported  us  and  allowed  us  to  reach  the  day  when  we  can 
once  again  assemble  to  celebrate  this  our  thirtieth  anniversary  of 
our  beloved  Home.” 

It  becomes  my  pleasant  duty  to  submit  to  you  my  annual 
report,  including  a  list  of  donations  received  from  April  the  1 2th, 
1884,  to  April  the  22d,  1885. 

There  are  now  sixty  children  in  the  home,  namely,  thirty-seven 
boys  and  thirty-three  girls.  Their  general  health  during  the 
past  year  has  been,  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  all  we 
could  wish. 

Forty-two  of  our  children  attend  public  schools  and  fifteen  are 
taught  in  our  Home  school.  As  to  the  progress  of  the  children 
in  their  studies,  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  my  report  to  the 
Committee  on  Education,  including  reports  received  from  the 
principals  of  the  public  schools.  Several  of  the  larger  girls  are 
at  the  home,  learning  housekeeping,  and  are  making  rapid 
progress. 

The  children  indentured  to  parties  living  in  different  sections  of 
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the  country  are  doing,  as  far  as  I  can  learn  from  the  letters  which 
we  frequently  receive,  very  well. 

The  Divine  services  in  the  Synagogue  are  continued  as  here¬ 
tofore,  and  sermons  were  on  the  Sabbath  and  Holy  Days 
delivered  by  me  in  English  and  German  alternately.
